The Wearing of Skin Off a Toe Comes 
Under That Head. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
Peals Monday affirmed. the decision of the 
lower court wherein Mrs. Sarah I, Smith 
j obtained judgment against the Western 
Commercial Travelers’ Association for $5000 
on the death of her husband. 

In the opinion Judge Sanborn gives the 
judicial conception of the word accident. 

Freeman O. Smith, about the last of Au- 
gust, 189, began wearing a pair of new 
shoes. On September 6 he noted the skin 
had been worn from one toe. 
did not heal and on October 3, Smith died 
of bloodpoisoning. 

Mrs. Smith attempted to collect the accli- 
dent policy but was resisted by the associa- 
tion.

Judge Sanborn held that the death of the 
defendait had been brought about by an 
externa’ agent and that it was accidental.

Though the aggrega:e tennage oa- 
pacity of the associates waa only 30 per 
cent of the total tonnage capacity of all 
the mills in the cogmntry, !.was over 6 per 
cent of the tonnage capacity of competing 
mills in pay territory. By the custom of 
the trade all contracts were made to include 
delivery by the seller at the home of the 
buver., 

The Court of Appeals held—first, that the 
contract of association, even if the prices 
fixed under it were reasonable and the pur- 
pose was to prevent ruinous,competition,. as 
claimed by defendants, it was nevertheless 
void at comman law, because in restraint 
of trade, and an attempted monopoly: sec- 
ond, that the prices were not reasonable 
and the purpose was an attempted monop- 
oly; third, that the trade restrained by the 
contract of association was the negotiation 
and sale«of pipe to be delivered across State 
lines from the State of manufacture to the 
State of sale, and that this was under all 
the decisions of the Supreme Court inter- 
state commerce; and fourth, as a conclusion 
from these premises, that the contraci of 
association Was a restra.nt and burden on 
interstate commerce and a violation of the 
Federal anti-trust act and should be en- 
joified. The court distinguished their case 
from the Sugar Trust case on the ground 
that the contract sought to be enjoined 
under the Federal anti-trust act in that 
case was a contract of association for the 
manufacture of sugar, and did not involve, 
in this case did, the re- 


The judgment of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals reversed fhe decree of the Circult 
Court and instructed that court to enter a 
decree enjoining the six defendants from 
continuing to do business under contract of 
association or from in any way maintaining 
the same. ;

NEW "YORK, Feb. 14.—Tragedy in its 
most fearful form marked the close of a gay 
breakfast given by H. N. Marke of Marks 
& Haas of St. Louls yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Arthur Levy, a beautiful, richly at- 
tired woman, while going to an upper fleor 
of the Holland House in one of the hotel 
elevators, had an attack of vertigo. Her 
head was caught between the floor and the 
fast-moving car and the projecting iron 
casing at the top of the shaft door. The 
skull gnd left jaw were crushed. Death 
waa instantaneous. Imprisoned in the death 
car were two women friends of Mra. Levy. 
The dreadful spectacle made them hyster- 
ical, and they fainted, as did two elevator 
tenders. 

A dozen feet below Mr. Levy, husband 
of the victim, was standing, laughing and 
chatting with friends. He was leaning 
against the elevator door which had just 
closed upon his wife. He saw drops of 


crimson falling, then he heard the cries 
which told his wife was dead. He. became

The party met at the Hotel Martin at noon 
and at once sat down at the table in the 
apartment reserved for them, It was a 
jolly, good-natured family affair.

They ate, drank, 
chatted and enjoyed themselves to their 
hearts’ content. :

They accompanied the ladies to the eleva- 
tor for the purpose of giving them a ‘“‘send- 
off,’’ as one of the men phrased it. 

As the three women—Mrs. Levy, Mrs. 
Mansfield and Mrs. Hays--stepped into the 
elevator the gentlement ranged themselves 
in front of the door. 

Mrs. Levy, who was in particularly lively 
spirits, stood very close to the door and 
continued a pleasent conversation with her 
husband. 

“Good-by,” said his wife, laughing and 
waving her hand, “‘don’t hurry, we can do 
without you a little while.’’ 

“All right,’’ he replied in the same spirit. 

Mrs. Levy moved as if to step backward, 
The car started up with a bound. She 
wavered for a moment as if taken with a 
severe chill. With a little screasn she fell 
headlong toward the door of. the shaft. 
Her head struck the corner of the top of 
the sash, which projects several inches 
“ape the e@liding iron doov. 

he position of her body was almost erect 
when her head hit the iron beam running 
across thew#op of the sash. For an instant 
it looked as though she would regain her 
balance. 

With one hand the elevator man grasped 
the lever to stop the car, at the same time 
reaching with the other to snatch the wo- 
man from her postition of peril. He was 
too late. Her head supped rom the eharp 
corner of the sash, the ieft samapie and jaw 
striking the fron bars which decorate the 
upper half of the door of the elevator shaft. 
The car moved a foot higher before it was 
stopped, crushing the head. The limp body 
rolied over to the feet of the elevator man. 

There was little blood. The large hat and 
hair concealed the fractures of the skull. 
»-When the elevator stopped it was just be- 
‘tween the ground and first floors. 

The elevator man, faint and eick with 
the horror of the sight at his feet, tried 
to lower his car to the ground again. Hand 
and brain failed him when the car was 
haif way dowfi to the main floor. He fell 
unconacious, cutting off the power from the 
elevator as he did so. 

The three women in the car, shrieking, 
had tried to draw the body of Mrs. Levy 
from the doorway and then, one after the 
other, had also fainted, 

The whole thing had taken but a few 
seconde, and Mr. Levy, standing below with 
hia three companions, had seen it all. He 
shouted frantically and in the delirium of 
his crief and horror tried to climb up the 
ornamental iron work which incloses the 
elevator. 

Unable to do so, he dashed off his coat 
and springing upward caught the 
the iron gate on the ground floor. Ratising 
himeelf, he was able from this point to 
reach the elevator. A half dozen hands 
tried to restrain him as he started to craw! 
through the narrow hole between the ele- 
Vator floor and the beam. 

Levy was through the epace ir a second 
and kneeling by the side of his wife, wildly 
imploring her to speak to him. Receiving 
no answer, he tried to drag the body from 
the door, but it could not be moved. Then 
ho practicaily went insane. 

Manager Gustav Baumann ordered the 
conductor of the next elevator to ciimb 
into the first car and bring it down. He did 
it, brought the elevator to the ground, and 

en, seeing the blood, fainted also. Some- 
thing had to be' done, and done quickly, 
for the place looked like a battiefleld and 
the crowd was growing every second. Em- 
pioyes of the hotel were summoned and a 
circle of high screens was hastily drawn 
around the bodies. Physicians were hastily 
called, but Mrs. Levy was beyond recovery 
and their attention was turned to the oth- 
ers.

AN INCIDENT NOT CLOSED. 


Japanese Sailors Attack English Offi- 
cers and Passengers. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 14.—The 
steamship Gaelic arrived here yesterday 
from Honolulu, bringing the following Or- 
fental advices: 

The Hong Kong Telegraph says that con- 
tinual trouble is being reported from ves- 
sels manned by Japanese crews, the Japan- 
ese resenting any instructions or _ sur- 
veillance from European officers and re- 
serving an especial grudge for European 
passengers. 

A case in point is reported from the N. 
Y. K. lines Hakata Maru, from Japan 
via Hong Kong for England. There weré 
35 passengers on board the liner, many of 
whom were repeatedly attacked by the 
Japanese crew whenever they left their 
own staterooms after nightfall. On New 
Year’s Day, the Telegraph eays, all the 
Japanese sailors and walters, ‘“‘mad drunk’’ 
and clad only in breech clouts, made an 
ocqpeneee attack on the English officers 
and passengers of the Hakata Maru. 

The Japanese, armed with knives, crow- 
bars and belaying pins, brutally beat the 
chief engineer and his third assistant and 
attacked a passenger, Thomas Hall, in his 
berth, cutting his head open with a mariin 
spike. According to the account in the Tele- 
graph, the officers and most of the passen- 
gers were driven to the bridge, where, un-

The amount of wheat bread consuméd by a 
great wheat-growing nation like the United 
States may safely be taken as one of the best 
indications of prosperity and contentment. 

In 1892 the American people consumed 6.91 
bushels per capita of their wheat crop. The next 

“year they consumed but 4.85 bushels per capita. 
The panic was getting in its work, In 1894 the 


consumption of wheat fell to 3.41, the lowest of |. 


26 years. In 1895 and 1896 the consumption was 
4.54 and 4.78 bushels respectively. Things were 
a little better, but this consumption was less 
than for any year between 1887 and 1892. 

For 1897, the year when “McKinley Prosperity” 
came upon us, the American people were only 
able to afford for themselves 3.88 bushels per 
capita of their own wheat crop. Compare this 
with 1894. There is only .47 of a bushel differ- 
ence. The consumption for each of these years 
gives much less than a pound of wheat per day 
for each individual.

SKAGUAY SADLY . OVERDONE. 


A Graduate of Washington University 
Gives a Dismal Picture of Prospects 
for Riches in the Northwest. 


Col, Charles H. Shields of 206 Collinsville 
avenue, East St. Louis, was until yesterday 
an enthusiast on the subject of emigration 
to the Klondike country. His ardor was 
dampened somewhat by the receipt of a 
letter Saturday. The letter was written at 
Skaguay, Alaska, Jan. 30 last, by his cous- 
in, W. A. Simon. 

Mr. Simon is a graduate of Washington 
University. St. Louis. He removed trom 
East St.. Louis to Montana a year ago to 
join his brother Frank. Both. of them _were 
attacked with the Klondike fever. Frank 
prepared an outfit and went ahead last fall 
to Dawson Cily to prospect. On the trip 
into the interior Frank's party lost all their 
provisions except dried apples, on which 
with water, the party subsisted six days. 

W. A. Simon stopped at Skaguay, whence 
he is sending suppeies to his brother Frank, 
The letter to Shields says, in part: 

I arrived here (Skaguay) about three 

weeks ago and have carefully looked every- 
thing over. To begin with, 1 find it a good 
place to stay away from, especially at pres- 
ent, for many reasons. 
“Hirst. almost every man and woman who 
has nothing is either here or coming. Cons¢€- 
quently it is an awfully hard place to try to 
do anything. 

“Almost every gambler, crook and sureé- 
thing grafter in the United States, Canada 
and Mexico, seemingly, is here or coming. 
and three-fourths of them without money. 
It is their intention to go into the interior 
us soon as they can so arrange. 

“This part of the country is away over- 
done. I honestly believe there will be from 
50.000 to 100,000 people ‘going into the in- 
terior this year, and 10 but of every 100 will 
find nothing to do. There is no question 
that there is plenty of géld here, as everyone 
that comes out speaks well of the country, 
has plenty of money, good property and ex- 
pects to return this spring. 

“Almost all of the ground within a rea- 
sonable radius is taken, and it will be a 
very atheay proposition to prospect furth- 
er. The iglish Government reserves the 
right to one-half or every other iot of 
ground taken up. 

“There are people coming out almost 
every week. I have talked to a great many 
of them. The winter, up to the present 
time, has been a very mild one, Frank 
says there will be no starvation there this 
winter; that there will not be an abundance 
of provisions, but they can all get through. 
Flour is $100 for 3 pounds; bacon, $1.23 a 
pound; kerosene, $40 a gallon; whisky, $30 
a gallon, or $1 a drink; cigars, $1 each. 

‘The English Government requires every 
man to have 1100 pounds of provisions, and 
it costs about $1500 to pone Ft there. The 
duty is 33 1-3 per cent and % to 50 cents. a 
pound to get it to Lake Beneer. 

“This town will hardly hold out. There 
are about 2000 people here, 1500 of whom are 
broke. Property is much higher than there 
is any occasion for—in fact it is bringing 
St. Louis prices. A man must live like a 
dog and pay metropolitan rates. If ratl- 
roads are built into that country Skaguay 
and Dyea will be ‘has been’ towns.’’
